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MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE 
RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 21*t April 1970 

No. 3(l)/69-P&P.—Under their Resolution No. 3(l)/08-P&P dated the 18th 
August, 1669 the erstwhile Ministry of Foreign Trade and Supply had notified the 
revised terms of reference, constitution, etc. of the Board of TiWe which was 
initially constituted for a period of two years from 1st January, 1968 vide Reso¬ 
lution No. 3(l)/67-BOT dated the 13th January, 1908. Since the present tenure of 
the Board ended on the 31st December, 1969, the Government of India have decided 
to reconstitute It for a further period of two years effective from 1st January, 
1970. 

The terms oi reference, constitution etc. of the new Board of Trade will be as 
Under— 

2. Constitution.—The Board of Trade will be a compact body consisting of about 
37 members as shown in the Schedule Annexed. It will be presided over by the 
Minister of Foreign Trade and In his absence by the Deputy Minister of Foreign 
Trade. The Secretary, Ministry of Foreign Trade will function as Its Executive 
Vice-Chairman. 

The Board of Trade will have two Secretaries viz. (1) Joint Secretary, Export 
Promotion, Ministry of Foreign Trade and (2) The Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports. The Secretaries of the Board will be assisted In the discharge M their 
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duties by the Director/Deputy Secretary, in charge of the Policy and Planning 
Section of the Ministry of Foreign Trade. 

Membera of the Board will hold office for two years at the end of which it 
will be reconstituted. The present tenure of the Board will expire on 31st Decem¬ 
ber 1971, 

3 . I'erms of Reference .—The Board will concern itself mainly with problems and 
policies relating to the development of country's Foreign Trade and make recommen¬ 
dations to Government from time to time, with particular reference to; — 

t (i) expansion of production bearing on import savings and export earnings; 

(li) product development and adaptation with a view to the expansion of 
overseas sales; 

(ill) improvements in export marketing mechanism and media, including the 
extension of State Trading; and 

(iv) provision of commercial services for the benefit of the commercial com¬ 
munity with special regard to export programme. 

4. The Board shall have powers to co-opt members, not exceeding five, for stated 
periods. The Chairman of the Board may also invite (specially) to the meetings 
of the Board such other persons as may be considered necessary from time to time. 

5. The headquarters of the Board will be in New Delhi; they may meet at any 
place in India*
